mtervening valleys. Plains and rivers, forests and lakes, were grouped 
in an ever varied beauty. Lofty cedars rose in stately majesty, and 
towering palms spread their wide branches over cities and thickly clus- 
tering Villages.

While a snow-ball is no bigger than his fist, a boy who made it will 
throw it away on any inducement, and without other inducement than 
the pleasure of casting it from him; but if, by any accident or design, 
the ball becomes, under his management, as large as his head, he will 
become desirous to make it still larger, and every successive effort to en- 
large it will increase his desire to still further increase its size, and to 
protect it from diminution. It soon becomes identified with his personal 
consequence, and his whole time will be occupied in rolling it around to 
increase its dimensions. 

The boy in the above case, is only obeying a principle which pervades 
human conduct. The poor scatter their small earnings with the indiffer- 
ence of the boy who casts away his small snow-balls; while the rich 
cling to their large possessions, and seek to increase them, with the ar- 
dor of the bey who toils in turning over his huge snow-ball. I have 
thus explained to you a principle which, more than any other, impedes 
young menin the commencement of their manly occupations. The love 
of wealth is not furmed in them, for they have not yet acquired enough 
to stimulate the appetite for more; hence to expect them toseek wealth 
with avidity, is like expecting them to be ravenous after food before they 
are hungry. 
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I admit that wealth is neither the only motive which makes men 
laborious, nor the best motive. The love of fame, distinction, venera- 
tion, respect and usefulness, are all efficacious motives. But an obstacle 
like the one already alluded to, obstructs them also. No man loves fame 
very ardently till he is already somewhat famous. No man much loves 
distinction, veneration, respect or usefulness, till he is already somewhat 
distinguished, venerated, respected or useful. His snow-ball, in all these 
cases, must acquire some magnitude before it will become an object of 
his solicitude, either as relates to its increase or its preservation. 

I wish you to understand the difficulties of life, that you may contend 
against them advantageously. You must toil for wealth, fame, distinction 
and usefulness, before you feel much appetite for either. Nay, worse, you 
must deny yourself gratifications and indulgences which you desire 
much, for the above and kindred objects, that you can at first desire but 
little. When, for instance, you commenced the study of grammar, you 
saw not the utility of the rules which you acquired with labor and dis- 
gust. You are now well satisfied that you endured the irksomeness of 
their acquisition. A similar result, but in a higher degree, will follow 
your early efforts to acquire wealth, reputation and public usefulness, 
after your snow-ball, in any of these cases, shall have become sufficiently 
large to excite in you the feelings to which such acquisitions are re- 
lated.

How is it that these little singing harps live on amid such dreary scenes ?

A Correspondent of the Newark Daily Advertiser, in a letter dated “ Flor. 
ence, November 21st,” furnishes the following agreeable gossip upon litera, 
affairs in Italy. v 

The leading Review of Italy, (the Rivisita Contemporanea of Turin, its 
modern Athens,) has a brief survey of your young American Literature 
which indicates a watchful regard. “It is already so rich as to have called 
for collation and cataloguing,” says the commentator in reference to Duy. 
ckinck’s Cyclopedia; and some of the approved authors brought together jn 
that graceful Anthology, are pointed out with the discrimination of a more 
intimate acquaintance, The fondness with which the writer lingers over the 
memorials of poor Poe is worthy of note, as one of many indications of a re. 
cent diffusion of their influence in the old world, for separate editions haye 
very lately appeared in London, Leipsic and Paris, with the commendation 
of authentic journalists: 

“in Tucid intervals of his sad life,” says the Italian reviewer, “he wrote 
verse and prose that will make amends for his errors and perpetuate his name, 
He wrote but little verse, for he did not make it his profession, like Long- 
fellow: yet he cedes nothing to him in skill of versification, while he sur. 
passes him in the vivacity and spontaneity of his prose. Longfellow’s prose 
is too artificial and nice—his Hyperion is, nevertheless, a beautiful book— 
and feels too much his German models. Poe has his German tinge, but his 
writings present such a mixture of English subtlety, German fantasy, and 
American emphasis, that with his few volumes he makes a school by himself, 
In poesy he wrote nothing that can be compared in structure and importance, 
to Evangeline, or The Song of Hiawatha, but he has something of the mono. 
tony and repetition that so much annoys in the last work of the Harvard 
Professor, and which, by the way, has been admirably parodied in The Song 
of Milkanwatha, from the Cincinnati press. But in prose he shows a marvel- 
lous penetration and sagacity in deciphering the enigmas of crime, of cha- 
racter‘and of life.” 

It is only since the recent emancipation of the press in Piedmont that 
American writers have found a hearing on this side the Alps; and this Re. 
view is undoubtedly the best exponent of Italian criticism ; sustained as it is 
by a confederacy of men of letters from the several capitals of the Peninsula, 
who find hospitable entertainment in Turin—the seat of literary and scien- 
tific, as of political life. There is, in fact, nothing elsewhere worthy of the 
name; and what but the chase of pleasure, or intellectual trivialities, is left 
for men of education, to whom all political action, all official employmont, and 
every career of honorable exertion, is forbidden, and who if they study and 
speculate either in religion, social philosophy, or civil science, must do so in 
silence and solitude, and too often at the hazard of liberty ? 

Yet the number of books and publications is remarkable, considering the 
restrictions on the press, and the almost entire absence, out of Piedmont, of 
every species of encouragement. I have a list of 850 journals and periodi- 
eals ; of which 17 are devoted to Surgery and Medicine, 18 to Horticulture 
and Husbandry, 15 to Statistics, Jurisprudence and Legislation, (mostly in 
Sardinia, for the Despots have a nervous dread of these subjects,) 15 to the 
Physical Sciences, 15 to Literature and the Arts, and 10 to the Drama. 

The circulation of these journals is very limited, for reading is not among 
the habits of the people: and the books they do read are usually of the flim- 
siest character, such as memoirs of the Saints, miracle and dream books, ée. 
There is scarcely a family in the country, below the more privileged class, 
without a copy of ithe Lottery Guide Book published by the press of St. 
Michael at Rome, in great quantities, under direct license of the Holy See, 
whose Lottery Office has branches in all the towns of the Peninsula entitled 
—The Surest Means to Win in the Lottery, or General List of dreams, with the 
corresponding numbers, &e. If the almost universal diffusion of this seanda- 
lous manual may be taken as a measure of popular intelligence, it must also 
be received as a sample of the milk the “nursing mother” fornishes for its 
“babes.” There are no political newspapers—besides those published and 
circulated in the exceptional realm just named—except the lean official jour- 
nals, which are the mere chronicles of their respective governments, giving 
no other local intelligence, aud only a cautious summary ef the driest foreign 
news, With never a word of comment. They do not even publish the deaths 
and marriages among the people, and little or nothing can be learned of the 
current business of life from the sparse advertisements. The families of town 
and country are in truth in this regard very much in the condition of society 
before the art of printing. The news-rooms of the more frequented cities are 
supported almost entireiy by foreigners. . 

During the past six months over 400 new beoks have been published, in- 
eluding 12 volumes of poetry, 7 romances, 5 dramas, 30 histories, 12 histori- 
eal memoirs, and a multitude of Polemical Essays, on opposite sides from 
Rome and Turin, including Gioberti’s posthumous onslaught on the Chureh— 
which has been interdicted by the Propaganda, together with Mills’ Political 
Economy, that some Italian has had the folly to translate, Communications of 
the Blessed Spirits and the Holy Archangel Raphael, through a German Me- 
dium, &e., de. There is nothing at all in all this mass that bears the stamp 
of nationality—the exceptional ease excepted—and nothing of the nerve, the 
thought, the port and bearing of freedom. And what beyond a languid con- 
ventionality could be expected from mind habituated to restraint? The 
chords whence Dante evoked majestic notes, aud the lyre of Petrarch remain 
alike unstrung. Scholars devote themselves to the arid task of scho!ia and 
translation, and feeling wastes itself in the dulcet superlatives of the language 
of sound. 


The Christian Review, Baltimore, the only Baptist Quarterly in the world, 
has now reached its twenty-second volume. The proprietorship has been 
transferred to Revs. Franklin Wilson and George B. Taylor, who will assume 
the Editorial control, with the assistance of very able writers. 
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Among purely literary works is announced as soon to appear a romance 
py Victor Hugo entitled ‘‘ The Miserable.” This work was composed more 
than twenty years since, and was to sueceed the “‘ Notre Dame de Paris,” but 
py a lion’s clause of his contract’ with Victor Hugo, the editor Renduel had 
stipulated that the first romance of the great writer should belong to him 
upon the same conditions as Notre Dame de Paris. The great success of that 
work inspired Victor Hugo with more exacting ideas, but he made vain 
efforts to obtain a modification of his @mreement. He then decided not to 

ive up his work for a dish of beans, and would not deliver it at all. The 
infernal clause exists till the present day, and the profit arising from it be- 
jongs by cession to the house of Gosselin; but the affair is in a train to be 
settled, and the work, in consequence of an arrangement now very common, 
will appear at the same time at Brussels and at Paris. 


The Imperial Library at Vienna has just received the valuable addition 
of a collection of Turkish and Arabie MSS. of great rarity. This collection 
was made by the Dragoman Secretary to the Imperial Internuncio at Con- 
stantinople, Baron de Schlecht, who was engaged for eight years in the ne- 
cessary researches. 


A new edition of Shakspeare’s plays will soon be issued by Messrs. George 
Routledge & Co., inserial numbers, Each part of 48 pages is to contain on an 
average twenty original characteristic illustrations from the pencil of John 
Gilbert, engraved on wood in the highest style of art by the Brothers Dalziel. 
The text will be edited by Mr. H. Staunton, an English scholar distinguished 
for his acquaintance with the literature of the Elizabethan age. 

The German journals announce that the *‘Schillerhaus” at Gohlis has 
been purchased, on the 11th of November (Schiller’s birthday), for a sum of 
9,100 thalers, by the Leipzig Schillerverein. The “Schillerstube” has thus 
escaped the danger of falling into profane hands. 

When Goethe published (in 1828 and 29) his Correspondence with Schil- 
ler, he resolved to suppress everything that might be unpleasant or offending 
to the feelings of any person living ;—an excellent resolution, which, how- 
over, has not been followed up throughout. Thus it happened that many 
letters were altogether laid aside; in others, certain passages were omitted ; 
and most names were either changed or marked with initials,—and even 
these were not always to be relied upon. A number of smaller notes were 
likewise put aside as of no importance, although they helped to throw a 
pleasant light on the friendly intercourse, social and poetical, of the two 
great men. The MS. letters were, after print, sealed up by Goethe’s own 
hand, with the injunction that, before the year 1850, the seal should not be 
broken, and no complete edition of the correspondence be contemplated. The 
breaking of the seal took place in the year named, in the presence of Schil- 
ler’s and Goethe's heirs, but the publication was delayed, and only quite re- 
cently the complete correspondence has appeared, at Cotta’s, edited by Dr. 
Hermann Hauff. The correspondence, asit is now laid before us, adds, it is 
true, no new important feature to the almost unique spectacle of the mutual 
intercourse of the two poets, yet many an interesting detail appears in fresher 
and livelier colors, and many a curious remark affords welcome material for 
the literary historian. Here and there we hit upon a severer criticism, and 
the mentioning of names, hitherto suppressed, makes an end of many doubts 
and vague suggestions. In the former edition several of the letters went by 
afalse date—a fact which has been noticed and censured before. The 
re editor has tried to avoid the mistakes of the former arrangement, but 

e has not always succeeded. Misplacements of the letters still occur, as, for 
instance, No. 127 evidently ought to stand before 121, and No. 787 before 
788. The number of the letters amounts at present to 999, while the first 
edition contained only 971. <A careful and complete Index, too, has not been 
omitted this time.— Atheneum. 


The friends of Berthold Auerbach will be glad to learn that he has just 
published another of his admirable “ Schwarzwilder Dorfgeschichten.” It is 
entitled “ Barfussle,” and tells the story of poor little Amrei, a barefooted vil- 
lage maiden, the gooseherd of the hamlet of Haldenbrunn. The tale, we are 
happy to find, has not been written to illustrate (like most of Auerbach’s later 
“ Dorfgeschichten ”) same social or political tendency of the author, but keeps 
itself strictly within the bounds of a psychological picture. The interest 
which it creates is purely human.—ZJdem. 


Sir E. Bulwer Lytton has been elected in opposition to Lord Stanley, to 
the Lord Rectorship of Glasgow University, by a large majority—the choice 
being made on the purely literary ground. 


Baron Von Hammer, the great Oriental scholar, died at Vienna, on the 
26th ult. 


A volume which appears to have once belonged to Bothwell, the para- 
mour and husband of Mary Queen of Scots, turned up in a sale lately at Ed- 
inburgh. It is a copy of a mathematical work, printed at Paris in 1538— 
“ L’Arithmétique et Géométrie de Maistre Estienne de la Roche.” The book 
is in the original binding, and has the sides stamped with a well-cut die, 
showing the arms of Bothwell, with the motto “ Kiip Trest,”—that is, “ Keep 
Trust,”—and the inscriptjon, “Tacobvs Hepbvrn Comes Bothv. D. Hailles 
Cricthtone et Liddes. et Magn. Admiral. Scotie” It is supposed that the 
binding was executed in France, as the workmanship is very superior, and 
the armorial bearings beautifully cut and designed. ‘“ We believe,” says the 
Scotsman, “ there is only another volume known to exist of the famous Ear!’s 
once Magnificent library, and that is in possession of the Faculty of Advo- 
cates.” The volume was knocked down for thirteen guineas. 














Jasmin, the barber-poet, has been presented by the town of Ayen, his 
native place, with a gold vase ornamented with fruits in silver, and bearing 
the inscription “ Ayen to Jasmin ” 


_ Walter Savage Landor has published a Letter to Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
in relation to some passages in the latter's “‘ English Traits.” 


Mr. Angus Reach, who has been for some time laid aside from literary work 
by paralysis, died on the 25th ult.in his thirty-sixth year. His writings 
were principally in periodicals, but he also published some works of merit, 
especially a pleasant volume of sketches on the vine and olive districts of 
France, “ Claret and Olives; or, the Garonne and the Rhone.” “ Clement 
Lorimer,” “ Leonard Lindsay,” “The Natural History of Bores,” and several 
other works of light literature, were popular in their day. A grant of 
£100 from the Royal Bounty Fund was bestowed upon him recently by Lord 
Palmerston. A benefit night given by the amateur theatrical performers in- 
dicated the estimation in which Mr. Reach was held by many of his literary 
brethren, by whom his loss is sincerely regretted. 


Major Burton and Captain Speke are now en route for the scenes of their 
new adventures, in exploring the sources of the Nile. Speke went out by the 
Jndus to join his old comrade, who was already in Egypt, and we trust that 
they may meet with no misfortune, such as that which cut short their Ber- 
berah expedition. Among their travelling gear they have an iron boat in 
pieces, to be put together and launched on the shore of the Lake Nyassi, the 
great inland sea of Eastern Africa. If no hindrances are in the way, beyond 
what energy and perseverance can overcome, we shall soon know more of this 
long mysterious region. 


A pension of 302. a year has been conferred on Mr. Alexander Maclagan, 
author of “ Sketches from Nature,” Ragged School Rhymes,” and other poems, 
which have been received with considerable favor by the Scottish public. 


The death of the great Oriental scholar, M. Hammer-Nurgstall, whose 
dangerous illness we noticed last week, took place on the 26th ult., at Vienna. 
Baron vonHammer was born in 1774, at Gratz, in Styria, where his father 
occupied an honorable pee in the public service. From his earliest 
childhood, a mysterious influence seemed to draw him towards the East. In 1788 
he was allowed to gratify his inclinations by entering the then recently insti- 
tuted Oriental Academy at Vienna, where he attracted the notice of the cele- 
brated Jenisch, who availed himself of his services in the preparation of his 
edition of Meninski’s Lexicon. About this time he produced several poems, both 
original and translated, from the eastern languages. In 1799, he wassentas dra- 
goman to Constantinople, whence he was transferred to Egypt, and employed 
as interpreter to the English army in Abercrombie’s campaign, He was sub- 
sequently attaché to the Austrian Embassy at Constantinople, and consul in 
Moldavia. In 1811, he became interpreter to the Vienna Chance In 1817 
he was made a counsellor, and in 1835 a baron. Of late years he had retired 
from the public service, and lived on his estates in Styria. His works 
are numerous, the most important being his “ Encyolopedic View of Orien- 
tal Science,” 1804: “Glance at Turkish Literature,” 1816; “ History of Per- 
sian Belles Lettres,” 1818; “‘ History of the Assassins,” 1818 ; “History of the 
Ottoman Empire,” 1827-34; “ History of Ottoman Poetry,” 1830-38; “The 
Mongols in Russia,” 1840; “The Mongols in Persia,” 18438. The value 
of these works is great, but it has been thought to be lessened by a propen- 
sity to romantic speculation, and, in the case of the Ottoman history, by an 
undue, though not unnatural, bias in favor of the House of Austria. The 
baron’s philological labors were less esteemed, being considered to display 
more learning and research than philosophical depth or logical exactness. 
Baron Hammer was ex-President and Seinor Member of the Vienna Academy 
of Science, and is said to have won the decorations of twenty different or- 
ders, and to have been a memberof almost every literary society in the 
world. His remains were borne to the grave by the students of the Oriental 
Academy, of which, as we have mentioned, he had been one of the earliest 
students.—Literary Gazette.

“Souvenirs of a Residence in Europe.” Messrs. Appleton also issue three 
new Juveniles:—“Sedgemoor; or, Home Lessons,” very happily combines 
instruction and amusement, introducing in an agreeable manner biographical 
sketches of many eminent persons. “Douglass Farm: a Juvenile Story of 
Life in Virginia,” by Mary E. Bradley, edited by “Cousin Alice,” (Mrs. Alice 
B; Neal), is a pleasant story, of which the editress says: “ You will find, in 
the history of a year at Douglass Farm, a lesson of patient ‘ continuance in 
well doing’—of filial obedience and sisterly love,—of the tender respect and 
eare the aged justly claim from us, and a pure unselfishness in the lcci 
of Miriam, worthy of all imitation.” “Stories of an Old Maid, related to her 
Nephews and Nieces,” translated from the French of Mme. Emile De 
Girardin, by Alfred Elwes. This little book is illustrated with peculiar 
neatness. e Author’s Preface contains so much excellent sense, and so ap- 
priate to the subject and the season, that, though somewhat trespassing 
upon our mao A ge gg limits, we extract it entire :— 

“I began this book, my dear nephews and nieces, a good many years 
ago, at an age when the life of a kind old maid seemed to me an envious one; 
and when I had vowed that I would never marry. My future years pre- 
senting to me only the prospect of nephews and nieces, I devoted myself, in 
imagination, to your service; and as my own childhood had been one of 
pleasant recollections, I resolved to be a child again with you. I have not 
altered the original title which I bestowed upon this book (although 1 have 

iven up my own of old maid), because, my dears, the language which I use 
in relating these stories is not the language of a mother; it has none of the 
dignity suitable to that noble character. A mother would never dare to 
such nonsense to her children. No, this book is only appropriate as 
coming from an aunt; it contains just that little insinuating moral, the timid 
sermon of a doubtful authority, the useless and feeble counsel of a voice 
which knows it will not be listened to. My timid moral hides itself smiling 
amid the hubbub of pleasantry; its laugh is like that of people in alarm; it 
is the humility of the poor, who beg, and who, in order to gain admittance, 
are willing even to be jeered at. I do not say, as many do, who have writ- 
ten for young folks: ‘I have meditated long upon the character of children; 
my life been a constant study of these interesting little creatures.’ I say 


nothing of the sort: I merely observe, I have been a child; and as nobody 
ean deny me this advantage, I presume upon it to recall to my mind the 
emotions of that happy age, and speak to you as ifI still were living in it. I 
do not write to correct childhood at large, and guide it into a new path: I 
will not say to you, ‘ The study of good books forms the heart; healthy read- 
ing nourishes the mind.’ I even forbid you to read my book if you are well 
in health : if the weather be fine, and the sun shiniug, you had better run about 








a 
the garden, gallop upon your donkey, play with your skipping-rope, your top 
your ball, your ninepins, or at blindman’s buff, or hot-cockles, or battledore, 
or prisoner's bars, or leap-frog ; or, in faet, turn to any occupation of the same 
kind. I do not write for children who are in strong health; the air, the 
open air, exercise, games, even a hard knock or two,—these are the things 
which help to form the heart, and to properly nourish the mind. After 
serious study should come noisy games; a child should exercise his heels in 
running, after having worked his D®ain with thought. Play-hours are not 
the time for reading stories; play-hours are the time for play, and nothing 
else. This, my dear nephews and nieces, is my great moral; and, bear in 
mind, that I shall always be strict in insisting upon it. But, alas! there are 
poor little children who cannot play ;—who are confined to their beds by 
fever, by measles, and other suilerings; sometimes by serious accidents: 
who pine upon easy-chairs, prisoners through a fall, a sprain, 2 burn; poor 
little patients who are surrounded with useless toys; whose top sleeps with- 
out a snore,—for is not a hum a top’s suore?—whose rocking-horse, though 
galloping, is still; whose /ovely drum is mute. These little creatures must be 
beguiled, they must be amused with books; and it is for such as these that] 
principally write. I pieture them to myself thus sorrowful and ill, as 
I have often, my dear children, seen yourselves. I behold their little faces, 
pale and thin from sickness, brighten up as they read my pages, and smile as 
they listen to my foolish tales. For a moment they forget their sufferings, 
and bear more patiently the confinement which weighs upon them. Inter. 
ested by some whimsical story, they hastily swallow the dranght which they 
just betore refused, in order that they may return the quicker to the inter- 
rupted tale; they put themselves in the position of my heroes, and forget to 
think of their own; when the doctor asks them of their ailments, they talk 
to him of the Flying Dog; they become almost cheerful on a bed of sickness; 
—and their mother, who observes them smile after having seen them shed 
such tears, gives me her thanks, although she does not know me; and per- 
haps, if she should ever meet me, would say, ‘'Thank you; for you have pro- 
eured my childa good night's rest.’ This has been my object in the present 
work; when I wrote it, no other literary thought entered my mind.” 


Drx, Epwarps & Co. have reprinted, in a handsome 8vo. volume, with full- 
size copies of the illustrations in the English edition, Charles John Anders- 
son’s “Lake Ngami; or, Explorations and Discoveries during Four Years’ 
Wanderings in the Wilds of South-Western Africa.” The value of this edition 
is materially enhanced by an Introductory Letter from Colonel Fremont, who 
says to the publishers, “I have no doubt that, in publishing an American 
edition of Mr. Andersson’s valuable work, you will render an acceptable ser- 
vice to the cause of Geographical knowledge. I am but too happy to do 
what I can to extend either the fame or the influence of his labors. It is im 
possible that the record of his strange and important experiences should not, 
everywhere, be received with favor, particularly by Americans, whom a 
spirit of intelligent and adventurous curiosity has sent abroad over all the 
earth, will it be read with congenial and appreciative interest.” The narra- 
tive contains an account of two expeditions into Africa between the years 
1850 and 1854. “In the first of these journeys, the countries of the Damaras 
(previously all but unknown in Europe), and of the Ovambo (till now a terra 
incognita), were explored; in the second, the newly-discovered Lake Ngami 
was reached by a route that had always been deemed impracticable.” While 
this volume is an important contribution to science, it is made particularly 
interesting to the general reader by its animated account of strange and fear- 
ful adventures with wild beasts, and almost as wild people. 


Pauturs, Sampson & Co. send us a volume, by Edward Hiteheock, D. D. 
LL.D., late President of Amherst College, and now Professor of Natural 
Theology and Geology, entitled “ Religious Truth Illustrated from Science, in 
Addresses and Sermons on Special Occasions.” The work includes eleven 
papers, prepared at different times, but all tending towards a common point. 
A brief history of each separate article is given in an Introduction. “ Neigh- 
bor Jackwood ” is a characteristic story of New England Life, and said to be 
the chef d’euvre of its author, “ Paul Creyton.” (J. 'T. Trowbridge.) 


Lucas Brotners send us “An Amicable Discussion on the Church of Eng- 
land, and on the Reformation in General,” by the Rt. Rev. J. F. M. Trevern, 
D. D., Bishop of Strasbourg (late of Aire), translated by the Rev. William 
Richmond. This work first appeared in 1817, and has attained a high repu- 
tation among Roman Catholic controversial writings. From the same house 
we have received a copy of the “ Metropolitan Catholic Almanac and Laity’s 
Directory,” for 1857. 

Lixpsay & Braxiston publish ‘‘Scenes and Adventures in the Army; 0F, 
Romance of Military Life,” by P. St. G. Cooke, Lieutenant-Colonel Second 
Dragoons, U.S. A. This book embraces a period of about twenty years, and 
introduces many matters of especial interest. The tone is lively, and the 
table of contents most promising. 


Ticknor & Frets have got out a beautiful edition of Longfellow’s Poems, 
16mo, bound in blue and gilt, similar to their much-admired edition of Ten- 
nyson. These form the most charming — companions, and, though ex- 
quisitely small and pretty, are none the less readable, being most excellently 
printed. 

C. S. Francis & Co. issue a new translation of De La Motte Fonque’s cele- 
brated romance of “ Undine.” The volume is illustrated with much spirit. 


Natnantet Noyes favors us with a copy of the “Silver Cup of Sparkling 
Drops, from Many Fountains,” edited by Mrs, C. B. Porter. This makes the 
eighth thousand printed of this volume. It is made up of choice selections of 
articles, in prose and verse, laudatory of Temperance. 
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Epwarp Dunican & Brorner have got out “St. John’s Manual,” which | 
is believed to be “ the most complete and accurate prayer-book ever offered | 


to the Catholic community in the United States.” It 1s an elegant volume, 


illustrated with fifteen fine steel engravings, by Miiller of Dusseldorf, has been | 


earefully examined by a competent theologian, and is specially approved by 
the Archbishop of New York and the Bishops of Brooklyn, Erie, Buffalo, and 
Portland. 


Dersy & Jackson issue the “ Knight of the Golden Melice,” by the author of 
the “Lost Hunter.” This is an Historical Romance of the early part of the 17th 
century, an “ attempt to elucidate the manners and credence of quite an early 

riod, and to explain, with the licence accorded to a romancer, some passages 
in American History.”
